. Don’t confuse Old-Age and
Survivors Insurdnce with Unem-
ployment Insurance.
Unemployment insurance is a
gystem that provides workers
with some income during their
period  of unemployment. This
system is dperated jointly by the
Federal Government ‘and  the
states, Each state has its own
unemployment insurance law. Un-
emloyment insurance payments
are made by each State out. of
a fund set up for the purpose,
To get money for the fund, the
State levies pay-roll taxes on em-
loyers who come under the law.
The State law says who may
| receive benefits, how such’work-
ers sllall qualify, how much they
may receive each week, and for
how many weeks they may re-
ceive it. The State employment
security agency makes the rules
for the payment of benefits, han-
dles the claims. of unemployed
workers, ' and decides in each
case whether benefits shall be
paid. )
The Federal Government is
responsible for the over-all man-
agement of the system. These
Federal duties are carried out
by the Social Security Adminis-
tration and the United States
Treasury. As long as each State
law and the operation of it are in
line with Federal requirements
the Federal Government pays to
the State the cost of adpinister-
ing the law. Z
The , social security account
number that is issued to each
worker is used for both systems
-—old-age and survivors and un-
employment insurance. The social
security administration uses the
number to' identify the worker’s
account for old-age and survivors
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security ‘agency uses it to iden-
tify the worker's unemployment
insurance account.
